torney and the police will not permit 
the prisoner to be seen or Interviewed, 
nor will they discuss the methods or the 
results of their efforts to discover the 
originators of the plot

"That occurrence at Buffalo indicates 


that no man is safe from the shaft of 
death. 
Ifc is very difficult to get away 


from it, and, while I have ever beeu 
loyal to the law and have ever con- 
tended for its strict enforcement, I must 
say that the affair of Friday has almost 
converted me into an advocate of lynch 
law. 
Surely there was no occasion, 


no reason for that dreadful deed, and 
whether the work of a sane man or n 
lunatic, there can be no justification 
for it." 
. The above extract from the sermon 
of Dr. Naylor, presiding elder of the 
Washington district, was the only direct 
reference Hiade iu the regular sermon 
preached yesterday at the Metropolitan 
Methodist Episcopal church, which ia 
the church President McKiley attends 
when in Washington. 


The sermon was brief, and tbe ser- 


vice was converted into a gathering of 
sympathy for the president. 
Of the 


several prayers, all were supplications 
for the early restoration to health of the 
president, of praise for his personality 
and admonition to Mrs. McKinley to 
stand firm in this trying time. 


When the meeting finally adjourned 


the members of the congregation 
gathered about the altar, exchanging 
condolences and regrets.

SOUP MAKING. 
1 By M«. Baibara Sadler. 


Lean, juicy, fresh-killed meat, igbest 


for soup; btalp meat will make it ill- 
flavored, ancUfat meat is very wa&teful. 
An economical cook will save, as in- 
gredients for boup, the liquor in v;hitb 
meat has been boiled, for example, leg 
of pork liquor mny be easily made iuto 
pea soup, and calf's head liquor and 
knuckle, be made the base or stock of 
white soup. 
The trimmings of un- 


dressed meat and game will be useful 
to enrich soups, and the bones of 
dressed or undressed meat assist to 
make a good stock. 
Ham gives fine 


flavor, as well as the bone of a dressed 
ham, 
taking care to allow £or itB salt- 


ness. 


Soft water should always be used for 


making soup, unless it be of green peas, 
in which case hard water better pre- 
serves its color; aud it is a good gen- 
eral rule to apportion a quart of water 
to a pound of mftat, that is to say, flesh 
without bone; but rich soups may have 
a smaller quantity of water. 
Meat 
for 
soup 
should 
never 
be 


drowned at first in water, but put into 
the kettle wjth a very small quantity 
and a piece-of butter, merely to keep 
the meat from burning until the juices 
are extracted; by which means of stew- 
ing the gravy will be drawp from it be- 
fore the remainder of the water is 
added. A single pound will thus afford 
better and richer soup than treble the 
quantity • saturated with cold water. 
The water in the soup kettle, when 


first put on, should not be allowed to 
boil for at least a half an hour, else the 
water will not penetrate, but harden 
the meat, and keep the impurities which, 
in slow heating' will rise to a "scum. 
Long and slow boiling, for at least four 
or sis hours, is necessary to extract the 
strength from meat, but the pot should 
never be off the boil from the time it 
commences. The fat should be taken 
off as it rises. If, however, as is gen- 
erally thought desirable, the soup should 
be prepared the day before it is wobted, 
the fat can be removed when cool in a 
cake, and the soup attains more con- 
sistence without losing the flavor; but it 
need not be seasoned till wanted, then 
slowly heated till boiling. 
When put away to cool, the soup 


should be poured into a freshly scalded, 
and thoroughly dried earthen pan; and, 
when to be kept for some days, occa- 
sionally simmer for a few minutes over 
fire, to prevept its becoming mouldy; in 
rewarming soup be careful not to pour 
In the sediment. 


All vegetables, bread raspings, or bar- 


ley, 
for plain, common soups, when 


merely intended to thicken and flavor 
the soup, should be put in as soon as 
the 'pot is skimmed; but if the vege- 
tables are to be served ia the soup, none, 
with the exception, of onions, should be 
put down to slew at the same, time (as 
the meat, and the different sorts should 
be put down at different times. Onions, 
whether whole, or sliced and fried, at 
once; pot herbs, carrots and celery, three 
hours after-wards; 
and turnips and 


others of a delicate kind, only about an 
hour before the soup is ready. 


Spices should be put whole into soups; 


allspice is one of the best, though it is 
not so highly esteemed as it deserves. 


FRENCH LAMB CUTLETS. 


Cut a lorn of lamb into chops, remove 


all the fat, trim them, scrape the bones 
and lay them-in a decpr dish. Cover with 
salad oil and let them remain an hour. 
Mix together finely grated bread crumbs, 
a little minced parsley, pepper, salt, and 
some grated nutmeg Drain the cutlets 
from the oil, cover them with the mix- 
ture and broil them over a bed of live 
hot coals on a heated gridiron the bars 
of which have been rubbed with chalk. 
The cutlets mjfst be thoioughly cooked 
and turned otten. 
Have ready some 


boiled potatoes, mashed smoothly and 
stiff with cream or butter. 
Heap the 


mashed potato high on a heated dish, 
shape it like a dome and smooth it with 
a spoon, and around its base stand the 
cutlets. On the point of the dome place 
a bunch of curled parsley.

CHELSEA BUXS. 


To a pound of dough add three ounces 


of bnttor, four ounces of currants, 
washed and (Jried, four ounces of sugar, 
two egcs and a few pieces of candled 
peel. Let all rise for two hours, then 
divide into six pieces, which should be 
rolled into long, round strips. 
Roll 


these round in a circle, squaring by de- 
grees, lay them on a floured baking 
sheet and set near the fire to rise. When 
they Lave nlniost doubled in size, bake 
in a good oven, and when nearly done 
brush with boaten egg and strew over 
with confectionery sugar. 


GERMAN SALAD DRESSING. 
Rub the yolks of two hard boiled eggg 


In a basin till smooth. Add two raw 
egs: yolks, one at a time, work well to- 
gether and stir in slowly four table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil. Add half a tea- 
spoonful of made mustard and work in 
four more tablespoonfuls of oil, and 
when thoroughly mixed, put in two ta- 
blespoonfuls of tarragon vinegar and 
black pepper aad salt to taste.

also an excellent sauce for cold, cooked 
vegetables.

Take the remains of a cold roast fowl. 


Melt two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
stir in one talJlespoonful of flour. Add 
two cupfuls of stock, oue of thin grapa 
juice or melted currant jelly, and a 
scant teaspoonful of lemoa juice.

clove, a bay leaf, two allspice berries. 
half a teaspeonful of minced parsley, 
half a teaspoonful of salt and a pinch 
of pepper should be added just before 
the mixture is poured into a saucepan 
which has been lightly rubbed with gar- 
lic.

COCOANUT PUDDINC.. 


Grate finely one cupful of bread 


crumbs and moisten them with one cup- 
ful of milk. Beat two eggs very lightly 
and add them to the milk. 
Rub tw» 


ounces of butter to a cream and mix it 
with one-half pound of grated cocoanut- 
and one-half pound of fine sugar. Beat 
these together with the eggs, milk and 
crumbs, flavor with vanilla and pour 
Into a pudding dish to bake in a moder- 
ate oven. .Tust before it is finished beat 
tip the white of one egg to a stiff froth 
and spread it on top of the pudding. 


MOULDED TOMATOES. 


Select small round tomatoes, peel and 


scoop from the stem eud a part of tne 
centre. Place them on ice until ready 
to serve. Partly fill them with mayon- 
naise and press into each the half of a 
hard boiled egg, but do not let the fill- 
ing .project beyond tbe opening. Placa 
individual moulds on ice, pour in one- 
eighth of an inch of aspic jelly and 
when it has set place in each a tomato, 
the whole side down. Add enough jelly 
to fix the tomato without floating it, let 
it set and serve on shredded lettuce with 
mayonnaise dressing in a separate dish, 


SWEET PANCAKES. 
Beat the yolks and whites of three 


eggs separately, mix them and add one- 
half toaspoonful of salt, one teaspoonfui 
of sugar and one-half cupful of milk. 
Stir in one-half cupful of flour to make 
a smooth paste, then add one-half cup- 
ful of milk and one-half tablespoonful 
of oil. Beat well and let stand one hout 
or more before using. Bake on a hot 
griddle in large or small cakes, as de- 
sired, spread each with butter and a lit- 
tle jam or jelly, roll them, sprinkle with 
sugar and serve at once. 
The batter 


can be made thick or thin by using mora 
or less milk. 


JELLY MAYONNAISE. 


To a cnpfnl of aspic jelly add a cup- 


ful of oil, one tablespoonful of tarragon 
vinegar, a few drops of lemon juice, 
salt, peppor and cayenne. As the jelly 
should be warmed enough to be liquid 
before the other ingredients are added 
the whole can be thoroughly stirred. 
Place on ice for the stirring process aad 
keep in a cool place when set. Thli 
jelly softens easily and is used to coat 
fish or meats or used for salad. 
Tha 


Russian salad is made of this jelly 
which is used to fill the outside of a 
double mould for the other ingredients.

Pittsfleid today, to consider the par- 
tially prepared plans for the enlarge- 
ment of the county, court h'ouse at 
Pittsfleld. 


For 2 ears we have supposed that we 


had a model and convenient 
court 


house, 
and a commodious one, too. 


But this is a time of growth, 
both 


materially and in ideas and require- 
ments of comfort, in fact, it was in 
the latter direction that the inadeciua- 
cy of the present c'ourt house first ap- 
peared, for the complaints began with 
criticisms of the ventilating system 
and they have continued until some- 
one has been moved to discover the 
"black hole of Calcutta" in that Pitts- 
field court house. Now it has Seen 
found that this old building is also 
far too small for the needs of the pre°- 
ent day and wonder is expressed that 
those who built the present structure 
planned for such a short tim^ In the 
future. 


This failure to look far enough into 


the future should not be lost sight of 
by the county commissioners at this 
time. 


It is reported that the present plans 


contemplate an addition in the rear of 
the present structure, and also that 
there 
is not money enough to build 


this year, so the plans now being pre- 
pared 
are for the purpose 'of putting 


the 
matter in shane for next "ear. 


This being the case there is time f°r 


careful preparation and the county com 
missoioners shou'.u take all the time 
needed> 


It has been found in some counties, 


notably in Worcester and others near- 
er Boston, that building additions to 
court houses was a much more ex- 
pensive piece of business for the peo- 
ple that was first counted on. The new

Business on the F.itchburg division 


of the Boston & Maine railroad which 
has been heavy the past year, and es- 
pecially 
so since last spring, 
still 


continues good, the summer rush not 
abating at all as yet. On the contrary 
is has been increasing for the last few 
weeks 
and is unusually heavy at the 


present time. For the last two weeks 
the trains going- west at 1,53, 5.08 and 
S.05 
p. m. have come in from Boston 


drawn by two large engines, the trains 
averaging from 12 to 15 coaches, 
all 


heavily loaded. The trains were able 
to go west from here with one engine, 
the grade being in their favor most of 
the 
-way to Troy and 
Mechanicville. 


There is also a good amount of travel 
eastward 
over this road. Saturday 


morning the train due from the west 
at 5,10 was two hours late, having had 
to wait for the train from the west, 
and when it arrived it was composed 
of 18 coaches all loaded, and drawn by 
two engines.

and well loaded trains follow each

THE PITTSFIELO FAIR 


Everything is in readiness for the 


opening ,of the 92d annual fair of the 
Berkshire Agricultural society at Pitts 
field tomorrow and all that is neces- 
sary to insure the most successful fair 
in the history of the society is good 
weather.

The Philadelphia North American 


publishes »n interview obtained by its 
correspondent with Sir Thomas Llpton, 
In which the Irish baronet tells the sto- 
ry of his life, origin and business suc- 
cess. This is the story'as told i» hia 


(0wn words: 


I was bc^n in 1851, the year that saw 


the birth of the America's cup, and my 
birthplace was Glasgow, Scotland. My 
father and mother had come thei'e 
somo years before from the north of 
Ireland, and my father had started as 
a dealer in provisions in a small way. 
I was one of three children, but my 
brother and sister never reached adult 
age, dying when quite young. 


Up to the age of 14 I attended school, 


and when I was old enough I helped 
my father at odd.-boure. Then I want- 
ed to do something, for the family and 
Induced my.-pareiits to allow me to 
leave school; and'become a messenger 
for another shoplreeper. 


I do not know ana*!1 cannot conceive 


of any greater happiness-than I experi- 
enced at'the end^vof,my first week's 
.work. My'.hours 'were long and my 
work hard for soiyomig a chap, but all 
that was forgotten • when my master 
handed me 51 as my week's work, I 
ran with It home and gave it to my 
mother. 


I came to America at the age of 18, 


and I was a steerage passenger. I had 
a very little money—only enough to get 
me across | and then to take me to 
Charleston;' S. C. There in looking 
about me for an opportunity for work 
I heard of the'ricefields, and after a 
time I secured a position with the own- 
er of one of them. 


I was not a laborer, as has been stat- 


ed, but more of .an accountant and later 
an assistant manager. I .worked hard, 
and after several years, when nearmg 
my majority,,! returned home witli 
money in my,-pocket sufficient to en- 
gage In.tte'-provision-'business, as my 
father -had dtme before. 


Of course," my first~-venture was In 


Glasgow, rwhere my parents had resid- 
ed, and it was a very small venture, I 
assure you. 


I had made up my mind that the one 


thing necessary to- commercial success 
was to first attract attention and then 
give satisfaction. I knew that once I 
had a customer I could keep him by 
honest dealing, and' the problem was 
therefore :to get'hini. 


I tried hundreds of schemes. One of 


these was.by,;placing cleverly drawn 
cartoons'in1'my windows touching upon 
popular events of a humorous charac- 
ter.| One of these, I recollect now, was a 
picture representing two men, one very 
stout and the other very thin. The lean 
man had a legend, "I am going to Lip- 
ton's." Tfie stout man was 'supposed 
to be saying, "I am just coming from 
Lipton's." 


When success began to come, I hit 


upon anoUier thing. That was buying 
without the assistance of a middleman. 
; Business increased so that in a few 
years I was able to open a second place 
In another part <>f Glasgow. This was 
again a small provision shop, and in it 
I installed a man. 


With three shops going successfully 


and my business reaching out, I turned 
my eyes to another city of Scotland, 
and in a half dozen years Lipton shops 
were beginning to spring up not alone 
there, but In England as well. 
| The English are tea drinkers, as every 
bne knows, and at that time tea drink- 
Ing was prevented from becoming uni- 
yersal because of the expense. 
r It was then that Ceylon tea suggest- 
ed itself to me. I considered that supe- 
rior in. many respects to China tea, and 
I do so now. But at that time the busi- 
ness was BO poorly managed that there 
was little or none of it iu the English 
markets, and that only of on inferior 
grade. 


T studied'the subject and came to the 


conclusion that tbe best way out of it 
was for me to acquire tea plantations 
of my own. I therefore made a voyage 
to Ceylon to carry out this purpose. 


I simply bought a ticket to Australia, 


lud when the steamship reached Co- 
lombo I went ashore and forgot to 
come back. I worked very quietly and 
before many days had acquired quite 
an estate in the country. 


My American interests were acquired 


for the same reason as the tea planta- 
tions—the desire to have only one step 
to the consumer. It was in 1887, as I 
remember, thftt I saw that I would 
have to get my own meats. I there- 
fore' came to this country and went 
west. 


After Investigation I determined to 


go Into the pork packing busiuess iu 
South Omaha, and soon the Lipton 
pork packing establishment was an 
assured fact. It could not compare in 
size with tbe great establishments of 
the Swifts, Armours, Hammonds and 
others, but it employed a number of 
men and around it grew a very pros- 
perous little community, which now is 
i city of itself. 
' We went to Chicago because it was 
seen that the lake city was more of a 
center for cattle and hogs thau Omaha. 
Since then the business has been con- 
ducted ther^ and has enjoyed pros- 
perity. -

mv HU Approach* 


Ing \imlt to France. 


"The one thing talked of in Paris to- 


flay Is the approaching visit of the 
czar to France," said Daniel J. Healy, 
a promlnettt business man of St. Louis, 
at the Holland House the other day to 
a New York Tribune reporter. Mr. 
Healy had Just returned from Paris 
and was talking about the preparations 
In France for the visit of the czar. 
"The French are a volatile nation," 
continued Mr. Healy, "and, to Judge 
by their enthusiasm, they have no rec- 
ollection of Napoleon's disastrous jun- 
ket into Russia, which was the fore- 
runner of the decay of France, As It 
may be,'however, Paris is wild over 
the coming visit of the czar. 
The 


French regard the Russians as Invinci- 
ble allies in a complication with Eng- 
land, and every effort is being made to 
welcome the czar and give him a greet- 
ing that he will remember.

Time* Darin* the War Betweem the 


State* Wbea Discipline Wa» For- 
ffottea and the General* Fom»d It 
Wiie to Ignore the Fact. 


"Discipline didn't count," said the ser- 


geant, "in tha matter of pranks. There 
were not better soldiers in the army than 
the boya of the Eighty-fifth Illinois, and 
none yielded more readily to discipline or 
ripened more rapidly in the rough school 
of experience. But the men of the Eighty- 
fifth were, after Stone River, Chiekamau- 
ga, Eenesaw, Peach Tree Creek, Atlanta 
and the march to the sea, as much given 
to pranks as they were in their first 
inarch in. Kentucky in the summer of 
1862. We arrived at Richmond on the 
long march from the Caroliaas early in 
May, 1865. Our brigade was made up of 
seasoned soldiers, if there were any in the 
army, but they came north in the belief 
that General Halleck or Secretary Stan- 
ton had put a slight on General Sherman, 
and they were looking for trouble 


"The march from North Carolina after 


the surrender of Johnston had been a 
sort of picnic for the boys, but discipline 


| was as strict as it was in front of Atlan- 


ta, and it was needed when we came to 
Richmond. 
Halleck, then in command 


of the department of the James, directed 
that Sherman's army pass in review be- 


j fore him as it marched through Rich- 
1 mond. Sherman forbade the review, and 
t Haileck refused to permit any of Sher- 


j man's men to euter the city. Ex-Con- 
i federates and citizens came aad went at 


will, but when Sherman's men attempted 
to visit the city they were met at the pon- 
toon, bridge by a provost guard and turn- 
ed back. 


"Sherman'ts un=«. resented all this, and 


they were f'lrioiis over the intimation 


I that tbey were kept out of the city in the 
I interests of good order and because they 


could not be trusted. The boys talked 
only among themselves and organized to 
carry out a plan t9 see the city. One 


| day a large crowd of unarmed soldiers 
| assembled at the south end of the bridge 


and at a given signal rushed upon the 
gnards, pushing many of them into the 


I river and orerwhplming the others by 


sheer weight if numbers. In short, Sher- 


j man's men, acting without orders and 


I without officers, seized the bridge and 


held it while the boys went over and 
looked ab"'it tho fallen Confederate capi- 
tal. So far a- I know, Halleck made no 
complaint of ibis irregular proceeding, 
and Sherman did not notice it. 


"After the grand review at Washington 


the Eighty-fifth Illinois, with the other 
regiments ef the brigade, went into camp 
near the Soldiers' home, and the men 
were permitted to roam at will over the 
city. One morning some of the boys dis- 
covered a soldier at Fort Slemmer walk- 
Ing up and down in front of aa, officer's 
tent carrying a log on his shoulder. One 
of the boys was sent over to investigate, 
and when he reported that the soldier at 
the fort was carrying the log as punish- 
ment for a very trivial offense the men 
decided to interfere. They went in force, 
but without arms, over to the fort, took 
charge, dismissed the log carrier to his 
quarters and jovially informed the officer 
in command that the punishment was 
contrary to the regulations and Sher- 
man's men didn't want him to let it oc- 
cur again. 


"At the close of the interview tbey pick- 


ed up the log and brought it at the head 
of an orderly column into our camp. At 
the beginning of the war such a proceed- 
ing would have thrown army headquar- 
ters into a panic. Bnt then the war was 
over, and Sherman's men were in great 
favor, and the case was not even report- 
ed." 


"I remember a case," said the major, 


"in which soldiers who cams to frolic re- 
mained to work. One night our brigade 
camped at Tullahoma, and a fire called 
the men to the crossing of the principal 
streets. The boys were at first greatly 
amused at the efforts made by home tal 
ent to put out the fire and were free wit] 
the must absurd suggestions. But when 
the matter became serious and the few 
citizens were bewildered and helpless th 
soldiers fell into ranks, organized quicklj 
a dozen fire brigades and, under the direc 
tiou of men who had fought big fires a 
home, worked half the night to save the 
property of their enemies. They checked 
and after a time mastered the fire, bu 
from first to last they bore themselves 
like soldiers on a frolic, except that they 
made a business of patting out the fire. 


"That same brigade after the terrifi< 


battle of Jan. 2, 1803, at Stone river, re 
turned from the last charge agains 
Breckinridge's corps to their bivouac 01 
the morning to find Negley's men carry- 
ing off the rails out of which they had 
built rude shelters the night before 
Palmer's men hurriedly stacked arms ant 
by common impulse surrounded, at a ful 
run, the rail experts of the other division 
Both divisions had participated ia the 
charge, and had marched back in the 
dusk of evening with the battle spirit on 
them. Palmer's men came on the scene 
at the swinging, exultant step of victory, 
marching like regiments on review. Bui 
no sooner did they see Negley's men 
carrying off their rails than they dropped 
the soldier and bore down on the raiders 
like football players in a rush. The 
movement was so spontaneous and the 
numbers were so great that Negley's men 
were overwhelmed, and Palmer's men 
carried back the rails frolicking like mad. 


"The scene was as tumultuous as a 


hundred football struggles compressed in- 
to one and the uproar was terrific. Neg- 
ley's men were forming for a counter 
rush when Generals Palmer and Negley 
came on the scene, the one bareheaded 
and the other disheveled. Negley com- 
plained jocularly that it was a pretty 
howdy do when he couldn't confiscate 
rails enough to shelter his headquarters 
from the rnin without Palmer turning out 
from 5,000 to 10.000 men to prevent th* 
confiscation. Palmer replied that he had 
no rails himself to lend, but big men 
might have if tbey were approached in 
the right way, but, by the great horn 
spoon, nobody could steal the rails which 
his men had stolen with infinite trouble 
two days before. In this spirit the affair 
was settled, rnch general ordering his 
men to quarters it tbey <jou!d find them.'*

He 
said that no practical Catholic needed 
to be reminded that his duty at this 
time was to send up to the throne of 
God prayers for the speedy recovery 
of the president. The Catholic church 
teaches its people from childhood to 
put their faith in God, and that all 
power comes from God. The fact that 
in this free land the red hand of an- 
archy raises itself against- the head 
of' the nation causes us all to shud- 
der and reflect. Not only the peorle 
of St. Francis church, but Catholics 
all over the world feel the horror of 
the deed, which has plunged the nation 
into a cloud of gloom. The layman of 
humble vocation, the priest in his pul- 
pit, the cardianl on his throne and 
the holy father himself, who guides 
the destinies of the Catlnlic world, 
are all bowed with the common grief.

that opens the highway of honor from 
the White House to the flat boat Of 
the Mississippi, the tannery 
of Ga- 


lena, and the tow-path of the canal— 
that pays its toilers the highest wages 
in the world, where more workmen 
own their homes than in any other 
country on the globe, where the la- 
borer has carpets on his floors and 
pictures on his walls, whose sons come 
to honor before his eyes, and whose 
daughters are,the equils of any in the 
land—I say in such a country anar- 
chy is a 
hideous monstrosity and 


should be mercilessly smitten to the 
dust. Men, women and children saw 
this foul deea, it was openly done be- 
fore the multitudes, by a nameless 
scoundrel pressing his way with the 
thronging admirers of the p-es'dent, 
and while the chief executive, with 
his frjend'.y smile, extended his hand 
to greet him, he shot him like a dog-. 
Talk of the forms of law for such 
an incarnate fiend! They should have 
stamped the life out of the villain on 
the spot and left not a vestige o'f his 
worthless carcass as largie as a but- 
ton on his vest. The American peo- 
p'.e can do it, and will.

BED MEN'S FIELD DAY 


Plans Completed for Big Event at 


Holyoke Next Month 


Ottomer Brielman is In the 


station-house at Pittsfield, where he 
is under arrest for shooting his father, 
Arnold Paul Brielman, about 5 Sat- 
urday afternoon. The accused was 16 
years old last March, and the murder- 
ed man was about 45 years of age. 
His wife's name is Alma Brielma.n. 
and there is a daughter, Mary, 13. 
The Brielmans live ir. what is known 
as the "North woods" section 01 the 
city on Churchill street, where Briel- 
man conducted a small farm, selling 
vegetables in the city. Brielman had 
been a drinking man for some time, 
and frequently when he returned from 
the city was' in the ha.bit of turning 
h's family out of doors. They "ved 
sonio distance from neighbors, the lo- 
cality being on the Hancock road and 
rather isolated. 


Saturday morning at 8.30, according 


to the story, of the boy, the father, 
mother and sister went to the city to 
sell their produce, leaving the lad at 
home, and they returned about 3.40. 
On the way home Brielman, who had 
had something to drink, began 
to 


abuse the girl, but arriving at the 
house the boy unloaded the wagon. 
and the mother got supper for the 
family. When he entered the house 
the father was still abusing the daugh 
teY, when the lad told him to stop. 
This infuriated the fa-«er, who struck 
the boy twice, and drove him to the 
wood-shed. Later the father and the 
boy were in the kitchen while the 
mother and daughter went to the yard. 


Trouble still continued between the 


son and the father, the mother went 
to the window and entreated her hus- 
band to stop, when he became infuri- 
ated and kicked the screen from the 
window, telling his wife that when he 
had his suspenders 
adjusted 
after 


changing his trousers he would "fix 
her." 
By this time the son went to 


the kitchen and got his rifle, a Win- 
chester, ar.d about the same time the 
fsvitlier took a large mallet iOr mash- 
ing: swiil and threw it at the woman^ 


The father began to advance on the 


son, who toM his father to stop as he 
drew the rifle to his shoulder. 
This 


stopped the infuriated man for a mo- 
ment, and then on lodking up the boy 
saw his father advancing with the 
mallet. Fearing that the father was 
going to kill him and his mother and 
sister, he says, he fired, the bullet 
passing through the heart. The father 
uttered an exclamationt "Oh!" and 
fell dead. 


The body was taken to the kitchen, 


and at 6.45 the boy, who bears a good 
reputation as a herd- working lad, 
walked into the 
police station 
and 


gave himself up. 
Officer Chapman 


locked him up, and 
Captain 
White 


and Officer 
Thompson went to the 


scene of the tragedy. Medical Exam- 
iner Cole made an examination of the 
body, and found that death had re- 
sulted instantly. The mother and sis- 
ter fully corroborate the story of the 
boy, who claims that the shooting w as 
in self defense, and that he was fear- 
ful his father would carry his threat 
into execution. 


Held lor manslaughter 


Young Brielman appeared 
in 
the 


district court at Pittsfield this morn- 
ing and was arraigned on a charge of 
manslaughter. He pled not guilty and 
the case was 
continued to Tuesday, 


September 24.
